tiply Political Efficiency of 
Millions of American 
Women. 


Denver, Col.—One of the results of 
Giant 
Power 
“will Is to multiply 
the political efficiency of millions of 
American women and thus to set free 
a force for righteousness which the 
professional politicians rightly d read ,J 
but which has in it the promise of j 
new and 'better things for all the rest 
of us,” Governor Pinchot of Pennsyl­ 
vania declared in an address before 
the Denver Chamber of Comjmerce. 
The Governor’s address was one of 
a series on prohibition enforcement 
and the Giant Power project launched 
by him in Pennsylvania, which he has 
been delivering in the west during the . 
last few weeks. 
A sserting “we are passing from ; 
steam power to electric power” and 1 
th at the electric age is already here, I 
Governor Pinchot elaborated on the 
freedom that will result from the use 
of power, particularly freedom 
for 
women, in these words: 
“Electricity has the power to free 
us from the smoke of factories and ; 
of railroads and from their dirt and , 
cinders. 
-Imagine Pittsburgh or Chi­ 
cago w ithout a smoke pall to shut out 
the sun, free from the dust and dirt 
which cost their people millions every 
year. 
Im agine the relief of every 
coal using household when there is 
no longer coal to be brought in for 
cooking, nor any ashes to be taken 
away. 
Imagine the new freedom for 
the women of America when the bur­ 
den of so much of their household 
drudgery can be taken from their 
shoulders by electric servants, and 
imagine the advantage to the nation 
and to every 
political 
subdivision 
within it when they can devote the j 
leisure thus acquired to 
civic tasks * 
for which they are so adm irably fitted, j 
“One day in Mrs. Pinchot’s hearing I 
two Pennsylvania 
gang 
politicians * 
were discussing women suffrage. Said j 
one to the other: ‘If women want to 
vote, let them vote; what I kick alout 
is when they go into politics.' ” 
The Governor pictured conditions 
“when the day of electricity comes” 
and as a time when agricultural prod­ 
ucts will be produced by electric pow- I 
er and m uch of the labor of the home I 
will he peiformed with its aid. 
“This is 
not a fanciful picture of 
the distant future,” he concluded. “It I 
is actually happening now."

LIQUOR APPEAL

Occasional brooks with pebbly bot* 
toms and fern-draped banks gur­ 
gled down the shallow gorges in 
the hill, and offered good camp- 
ing-grounds every evening on the 
banks of some rock-studded pool, 
where swarms of little blue-backed 
fish. about the size and shape of 
English trout, gave us a delicious 
sapper. 
On the ninth day after leaving 
the canoes, having done, as I reck­ 
on. about a hundred and twenty 
mJIes, we began to emerge from 
the tree*, which had grown smaller 
until they were mere shrubs. Their 
place was taken by an immense 
wilderness of bamboo, which grew 
so thickly that we could only pene­ 
trate It by cutting a pathway with 
the machetes and billhooks of the 
Indians. 
It took us a long day, 
traveling from seven in the morn­ 
ing till eight In the night, with 
only two breaks of one hour each, 
to get through this obstacle. Any­ 
thing more monotonous and weary­ 
ing could not be imagined, for, 
even at the most open places, I 
could not see more than ten or 
twelve yards, while usually my vi­ 
sion was limited to the hack of 
Lord John's cotton jacket in front 
of me, and to the yellow wall with­ 
in a foot of one on either side. From 
above came one thin knife-odge of 
sunshine, and fifteen feet over our 
beads one saw the tope of the 
reeds swaying against the deep 
blue sky. I do not know what kind 
of creatures Inhabit such a thicket, 
but eeveral times we heard the 
plunging of large, heavy animals 
quite close to na. 
From their
